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SD ANIMAL INDUSTRY BOARD
MINUTES OF ANNUAL BOARD MEETING

TUESDAY JULY 13, 2021

8:37 a.m. President Bryan Nagel called the meeting to order. Board members present were
President Nagel, Vice President Lynn Boadwine, Eric Iversen, Cobbie Magness, Steven
Rommereim, and Dr. John Voegeli. Absent was Josh Kitzan. AIB staff members present were
Drs. Dustin Oedekoven, Mendel Miller, Susan Reenders, Tammy Anderson, Marc Hammirich,
Todd Tedrow; Terry Johnson, Brent Holland, and Shell O'Daniel. Others present were Chelsea
Wenzel/Attorney General's Office, Riley Zoss/SD Beef Council, Jason Simmons/DANR, and
Tyler McMurray.

Introductions were made.

President Nagel asked if there were any additions or changes to the agenda. None were
presented. Lynn Boadwine moved to approve the agenda. Steve Rommereim seconded. A voice
vote was taken. Motion passed.

President Nagel verified that all board members had received the minutes for the April 14, 2021
board meeting. Steve Rommereim moved to approve the minutes from the meeting on April 14,
2021. Dr. John Voegeli seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

Dr. Oedekoven reviewed the annual report with the Board and explained the past year's activities
documented in the report. Eric Iversen moved to approve the Annual Report. Lynn Boadwine
seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

9:09 a.m. A public hearing was held to consider the adoption and amendment of proposed rules
12:68 inclusive. The hearing is audio recorded and on file. There were no opponents or
proponents present for the rules hearing. Steve Rommereim moved that consideration of the
rules be tabled until next meeting. Dr John Voegeli seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion
passed. Hearing adjourned at 9:40 a.m.

Dr. Oedekoven gave an update on livestock auction markets. The Nelson Livestock Auction
sale in Mitchell sold approximately 297 head of various species on April 17, 2021. Johnson
Brother's Livestock held an exotic livestock sale without a license in Yankton on May 29, 2021.
The entity had submitted an application; however, USDA’'s Packer's and Stockyards
Administration had not confirmed registration by the date of the sale. The application remains
incomplete. Kramer’s Auction notes they struggle to find an inspecting veterinarian. Mitchell



Livestock is in the process of changing ownership. An Auction Market hearing with be scheduled
at the next board meeting, to be held August 10, 2021.

Dr. Reenders spoke about the bovine tuberculosis investigation in Corson County. Two herds
with a history of commingling with cattle from the index herd have been TB tested and found to
be negative. The index herd remains under quarantine and the owner is working with state and
federal animal health officials to clear the herd through a test-and-removal protocol. Two
negative whole herd tests were completed in May and July. If the herd continues to be TB
negative on subsequent tests, it may be released from quarantine in early 2022. Assurance TB
testing on the herd will continue for 5 years.

Dr. Oedekoven informed the Board that Rabbit Hemorrhagic Disease Virus 2 (RHDV2) is
circulating in wild and domestic rabbits in multiple locations in the U.S. The disease is not
transmissible to other animals. RHDV2 has recently been confirmed in a domestic rabbit in
Custer County. This is the first confirmed case of RHDV2 in domestic rabbits in South Dakota.
SD approved the importation of a vaccine from France and Spain, although it may be cost
prohibitive.

Dr. Anderson reported on the Cooperative Interstate Shipment (CIS) program agreement. On
June 10th, 2021 South Dakota entered into an agreement with the USDA and Food Safety
Inspection Service to provide SD inspected meat establishments with the opportunity to
participate in CIS, which will allow participating state inspected establishments to process and
label meat products to be sold across state lines. AIB has received one application to participate
in the program.

Jason Simmons (DANR) reported that the Governor's Meat Processing Grant program received
more than 100 applications with 99 applications receiving approval for awards ranging from
$9,000 to $108,000. The grants will fund at least 16 new facilities and 83 existing facilities. USDA
is also making $55.2 million available for meat and poultry inspection readiness grants to support
expanded meat and poultry slaughter and processing capacity and efficiency.

Dr. Oedekoven discussed the final guidance from the FDA Center for Veterinary Medicine,
outlining a two-year implementation period beginning June 11, 2021 for animal drug
manufacturers to voluntarily change marketing status of the affected drugs from over-the-counter
to prescription.

Dr. Oedekoven reported that State Fair Superintendents will be collecting health certificates at
the State Fair this year. As a result, fewer SDAIB staff will be needed at the fair.

Dr. Oedekoven discussed the 2021 USAHA Annual meeting in Denver, CO, in October. Lynn
Boadwine moved to approve stipend and travel for board members interested in attending. Dr
John Voegeli seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.



Dr. Oedekoven explained that the Joint Powers Agreement with the Veterinary Medical Exam
Board is due for renewal. Cobbie Magness moved to approve the Joint Powers Agreement. Dr.
John Voegeli seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

President Bryan Nagel opened the floor for appointment of the State Veterinarian. Lynn
Boadwine moved to reappoint Dr. Dustin Oedekoven as State Veterinarian. Steve Rommereim
seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

Dr. Oedekoven noted that this was the time for board reorganization and opened the floor for
nominations for President. Dr. John Voegeli moved to nominate Bryan Nagel as President.
Steve Rommereim seconded. Steve Rommereim moved that nominations cease, and
unanimous ballot be cast. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

President Bryan Nagel opened the floor for nominations for Vice-President. Dr. John Voegeli
moved to nominate Lynn Boadwine as Vice-President. Steve Rommereim seconded. Dr. John
Voegeli moved that nominations cease, and unanimous ballot be cast. A voice vote was taken.
Motion passed.

Steve Rommereim motioned to approve the Board’s staff veterinarian salary policy as discussed.
Eric Iversen seconded. A voice vote was taken. Motion passed.

Nagel adjourned the meeting.
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
